Smith was arraigned immedi- 


ately after his arrest and waived pre- 
liminary hearing. After being bound 
over he was released on his own rec- 
ognizance. 


Whatever the motive back of the 


proceedings, the effect will be to dis- 
arm criticism directed against the au- 
thorities for their failure to take 
cognizance of the admission made by 
Smith before the senate committee 
during the Snioot investigation.

Governor Taft 
and the Cuban authorities regard the 
report as exaggerated, and believe it 
refers to small bands of malcontents 
who have not yet learned of the peace 
arrangements. The rural guards have 
not attempted to pursue or disperse 
these bands since intervention and the 
beginning of the disarmament.

A famous traveler and friend of 


monarch?, he had filled the old Cutter 
home at Douglastou with interesting 
mementoes of his wanderings. There, 
too, was a collection of one horse shays 
and other vehicles that antedated the 
civil war by many rears, and it was 
amid these old relies of early days that 
the farmer consciously or uneouscious- 
ly added to the gayety of things by 
eeudiug forth his verses.
